The  rarest  and  most  gorgeously  beautiful  of  all.  Scarce  even  in  the 
Orient;  Ernest  Wilson  said  in  “Cherries  of  Japan”  that  he  was  unable  to  find 
any  there.  Almost  unknown  in  Ibis  country  but  certain  to  be  widely  planted 
as  stock  becomes  more  plentiful.  So  far  demand  has  greatly  exceeded  available 
supply. 

It  blooms  in  reckless  profusion  as  picture  shows.  The  flowers  are  of 
medium  size,  very  double  and  a  rich  deep  pink.  They  appear  in  midseason 
soon  after  the  single  flowered  weepers  have  blossomed  and  just  before  the 
very  glossy  leaves  deve  lop.  Branches  are  normally  much  more  arching  than 
shown  as  the  top  had  been  tied  up  to  work  under  the  tree  and  photo  had  to 
be  taken  as  soon  as  untied. 

The  tree  shown  above  is  four  years  old  on  a  5  ft.  stem.  Our  trees  are 
top  grafted  similarly  on  straight  stems  from  4  to  10  ft.  tall  with  excellent 
heads.  They  will  bloom  this  coming  spring.
